Lumpkin said that the request had been drawn up by other 
members of the Subcommittee staff and that she would check with them to 
d etermine if they had perhaps not phrased their questions in the manner 
in which they had intended. I told Lumpkin that unless I hear from her 
further, I would consider this matter closed, but would be happy to respond 
to the request in writing if she felt this was necessary. She will let me 
know if a letter is necessary.
